This paper is in response to the Office Action dated May 15, 2006. 
Claims 1-20 are all the claims presently pending in the application. Claims 1, 8 and 
16 are independent. 

Applicant notes that, notwithstanding any claim amendments herein or later during 
prosecution, Applicant's intent is to encompass equivalents of all claim elements. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 10-13, and 16-17 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Caracci et al. reference in view of the Slater Jr. et al. reference. Claims 
6, 8-9, 14-15, and 18-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the Caracci et al, reference in view of the Slater Jr. et al. reference and further in view of the 
Lowery et al. reference.
